REFORMERS AFTER MORE AMMUNITION 

BALTIMORE. Md.. January 8 . -Publication of tlie 
fart that sume $*50,000,000 passed through the pari- 
mutuel machines at the Maryland tracks during the 
racing season lust year, has attracted the attention 
of some of the militant reform organizations with 
headquarters iii Washington.

NEW ORLEANS. La.. January 8 .— If further 
evidence was needed of racing’s p piilarity in these 
parts it was amply furnished by the overflowing 
attendance at the Fair Grounds this afternoon. The 
till eng rivaled that of the opening day and the- 
n-served section, in which New Orleans’ social ele- 
tii: :* 1 held forth, was occupied to the crowding 
point. Enthusiasm was rampant, the visiters from 
alu-oad being unsparing in applause for winners and 
losers alike, after a particularly thrilling drive, 
culminating in a close finish. 

Tin* professional element engaged in more stren- 
uous activity than is usual, the fast track and 
better grade of starters being the incentive for 
the improved speculation. Secretary McLennan’-; 
racing provision was an extra good one, with the 
mile and a sixteenth handicap for a purse of 
$1,700 serving as the feature, with the Johnny 
Powers Memorial Handicap at three-quarters as a 
secondary feature. A handsome silver plate, sub- 
scribed by a number of the dead trainer’s friends, 
also went with the $ 1,000 purse in this. 

The weather was again summery and. coupled 
with tlie fast track, it was a contributing factor 
to the enjoyable racing. Good time was the order 
in n majority of the races, tlie opener finding tin- 
track record of 33%. made by the redoubtable 
West.v Hogan January 7, 191(5. duplicated by the 
fast filly My Reverie. 

Tlie stellar race brought with it an outstanding 
upset in the defeat of Parader. backed extensively 
and regarded with high favor. Likewise in the 
victory of General llaig. which lias been racing 
disnpimintiiigly since his arrival in these parts. 
He ran something approaching his best form tins 
afternoon, came with a rush through the streteli 
and won easily front Tantalus, which, until the 
last eighth, had appeared the probable winner, but 
succumbed readily to General llaig's rush. Parader 
was not even among those placed, for lie quit after 
netting a fast pace to the stretch turn. He at- 
tempted to run out 011 the first two turns a lid his 
rider was forced to strike him lustily across the 
head in his effort to keep him closer to the inner 
rail. Grayson also was a factor in his defeat, 
for lie forced him along at a steady pace and caused 
him to give up the struggle before reaching the 
stretch. Hadrian's showing in tlie race was a good 
one and. liad he made his rush a bit sooner, lie 
might have beaten Tantalus for second place in- 
stead of losing that portion of the purse by a bead. 

Tlie speedy Eddie Kickenbacher again gave evi- 
dence of his sterling worth by carrying 12.7 pounds 
and winning after a hard drive with Columbia Teim 
and Rapid Day. lie was not away as well as he 
usually is and it caused him to expend quite a 
bit of strenuous effort to race into Hie lead. He 
accomplished it in the first quarter and held sway 
to tin- end. but was forced out to keep in advance 
< f Columbia Tenn. which since his arrival here 
lias developed great form. Rapid Day was lucky 
to finish in advance of Captain Hershler in Ihird 
place, for had the latter been away more forwardly 
he might have won. 

Horses of fair class were in the sixtli race, a 
mile and seventy yards dash, which was won by 
Sundial II. from Barry Shannon, with St. Isidore 
in third place. 

The highly regarded My Reverie added to her 
reputation iu the opening dash, in which she took 
into camp Lord Allen, tlie supposed crack of the 
local two-year-old brigade. She beat him home 
easily after having been put to a bard drive to 
overcome iiis big lead, even if it forced her to 
equal the track record to accomplish her success. 

The finish in the second was an intensely exciting 
one. with the first seven reaching the windup 
closely grouped. Marie Maxim was favored as a re- 
sult of the clear course she enjoyed in the stretch 
rush and was enabled to boat Hidden Jewel liome 
by a nose. 

Jerry, backed by a select coterie, proved tin- 
winner in the third l-aee, but cnly after lie had 
indicated that he was best, for he had to come from 
far back and got up iu the last stride to beat 
Sconrgeiuan. 

Jockey Earl Fool was granted a license by the 
Fair Grounds stewards this afternoon and will 
begin riding next week. He is under contract to 
R. L. Baker. 

District attorney Hubert Mart- indicated that the 
Jefferson Parish decision in the T. E. McBride ease 
Mould in no wise deter him from prosecuting the 
Orleans Parish eases. 

In his decision and written opinion in the McBride 
ease judge Gauthier held that tlie use of a card for 
memoranda purposes by tlie bettor is no device ill 
tin- meaning of tlie Locke law.
